Solar activity is extremely low Luckily, the geomagnetic field has remained stable, otherwise the 
bands would become severely deteriorated We are currently believed to be in the lowest stage 
of the 1 1-year cycle, so count your blessings that theA&Kindeces have been small During most 
of the listening period, there have been zero sunspots on the Sun. This suppresses propagation 
on the higher frequencies, like 1 3900 kHz for instance, but it doesn't necessarily amplify skip on 
lower bands A domestic side effect is the "crowding out" of clear spots by American broadcasters 
on lower frequencies (like 40 meters), a process that has been slowly occurring since the turn of 
the decade The Fall season is just around the corner, and labor Day weekend should be a good 
time to warm up Unfortunately, it does not coincide a rise in the flux like July 4th did. but nothing

Free Radio Berkeley may be back in court soon: The FCC has Issued a $10,000 Tine 
to Stephen P. Dunifer "for operating an FM radio station without a license." Dunifer 
had argued that the FCC Rules effectively ban low powered broadcasting, thus 
violating the First Amendment Right to free speech, and that he should have been 
issued a warning or citation before being issued a NAL. The FCC rejected both 
arguments through selective Communications Act interpretation. This is only one- 
half of the amount originally demanded, but you can be sure Mr. Dunifer will be back 
In court to fight It. [from the NAB Radio TechCheck newsletter, 7 Aug, via D. 
Schmidt]

IRADIO CYCLOPS! 
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a Mildly Disturbed Veteran Pirate DXer looks back 

by Terry Provance 

With the deaths of Garcia and Mantle, I decided to begin writing down some of my 
experiences with pirate radio for the sake of posterity - and to totally bore all of you, 
before I kick the bucket myself. 

I was recently playing the "wonder whatever happened to..." game with a fellow 
pirate veteran, and one station that came to mind was: The Voice of Communism. 

pro-sounding loonies. 

I first heard The Voice of Communism/Democracy in July, 1983. But, I believe I 
heard the same people on Nov 1, 1982, on 1615 kHz, going by the name "KW 
Radio" and the slogan "Free Radio of New York". Their announcer was Johnnie Joe, 
with guest appearances by Jimmy Peanut, Richard Milhaus, and "God". No need to 
explain who the first two guests sounded like. The impressions were quite good. 
Johnnie Joe was a very professional DJ with slick, fast paced programming. Jazz 
seemed to be the preferred music. He took phone calls over the air, using a Telex 
number, which was a common practice of many New York City area pirates at that 
time. He could have been using a kilowatt of power, since the signals seemed to get 
Into Ohio pretty good, hence the name "KW". 

The Voice of Communism/Democracy was a shortwave operation and It was 
obvious that Johnnie Joe had recruited some talented local folks to assist him with 
this new venture. Frequencies heard were in the 7435 kHz range in July, 1983, 7420 
kHz around October that same year, and they moved further down in December, 
1985, to around 7370 kHz. They seemed to appear several nights in a row (any 
night of the week), then would disappear for long periods. I did not hear them In 
1984 or most of 1985, but when they appeared In late '85 they made the tie-in to KW 
Radio complete by the return of the DJ name Johnnie Joe and mention of the KW 
Radio Network. 

Programs were usually an enjoyable experience. The Voice of Communism had a 
background studio hum and slight reverb Identical to that heard on many Radio 
Moscow broadcasts. Male and female announcers would alternate In a stiff 
unemotional manner similar to Radio Moscow personnel of that time. They would 
discuss the merits of communism over capitalism and take calls from listeners on 
the Telex number. If you disliked their shows or communism they would criticize 
you, and question your sexual orientation and your mental health. I once heard 
Darren Leno, co-founder of the A*C*E, call them - they left him stumbling over 
himself as he attempted to dodge their verbal assault. It was truly hilarious, but I 
really felt sorry for Darren. After a few of these attacks the number of brave souls 
willing to call their number dropped off tremendously. 

One evening they obviously had no other listeners, or people were afraid to call and 
be insulted. Gilbert Stepanovich, Gutsy Slovak, Marion Rokov, and Andrea Nostrov 
literally begged for calls and were stuck with no direction in their programming 
without the calls. There was lots of dead air, pointless repetition of phrases, and 
eventually a disgusted sign-off. This was the only non-professional show I ever 
heard from them.

Programs developed often with hilarious comedy. One had a sexually impotent FCC 
agent DFIng the station while Gilbert Stepanovich was at the agent's house, frolicing 
with his wife. The characters would move from Vo Communism to Vo Democracy by 
losing their "echo". Programs would also segue from Vo Communism to Vo 
Democracy, again losing the echo while a younger, more upbeat DJ, Chris Issac, 
would take over. Chris was often accompanied by Peter Pumpkin. Lots of Jazz music 
would then be played, as opposed to the Brahms' Tragic Symphony theme repeated 
during the VoCommunlsm programs. Calls would also be taken on VoDemocracy 
and most callers were praised and told "You're the kind of guy we likel" That's when 
I called. 

In December '85, the show added TV show themes to their repetoir, playing the 
themes of Mr. Ed, Gllligan's Island, Mission Impossible, Dick Van Dyke, and The 
Addams Family. Music over the VoDemocracy included Gino Vanelli, Joe Jackson, 
and The Police. Their last show, to my knowledge, also ran parallel with KW Radio 
on 1615 kHz. 



The station announced the Battle Creek mall drop, the largest drop service at that 
time. They promised during my call that a report via that drop would be rewarded 
with a QSL card. They never came through for me or anyone else. That was really 
unfortunate, since they were one of the most original and entertaining stations in the 
early 80's. 

A physical memento from the station would have held a high place In my collection. 
It would have been better for them to not have used a mall drop. The droperator told 
me he had threatened to remove them from the drop if they continued the non-verie 
policy, but the station left the air permanently before the threat could be carried out. 

Regardless of their QSL policy, they will always remain a fond memory for me. I 
have off-air tapes of many of their shows, plus a studio copy of their most creative 
moments. Studio copies of one of their broadcasts can be obtained from DVS 
Communications.

Clandestine Profile

SPECULATION. BUT LITTLE INFORMATION. ON MEXICAN CLANDESTINES 

Ust month we covered a considerable amount of new information on La Voz de Chiapas Libre, a 
radio voice of rebels opposed to the Mexican government in Chiapas state within Mexico and in 
northwestern Guatemala. Two letters came in quick succession from Jay Murley, the station's 
maildrop contact in San Ysidro, California in the southern suburbs of San Diego. This led to a flurry 
of new speculation, but I regret to report that we have little new hard information since last month. 

One new item of substance appeared in Gerry Dexter's "Clandestine Communique" column in the 
September issue of Popular Communications magazine. Gerry reports that a station with an ID of 
Radio Rebelde claims to be the voice of the "Government in Transition in Rebellion" in Chiapas. 
According to Gerry, the station's umbrella support organization is the National Commission for 
Democracy in Mexico, USA, which has an address of 601 North Cotton, Suite A-103, El Paso, 
Texas. Although he does not cite his source, Gerry says that the "station appears to be affiliated with" 
Chiapas Libre, as well as La Voz de Guatemalan Mayan. The Mayan station is part of the stable of 
stations that has been previously reported to us by Jay Murley. 

Dexter says that he has no evidence that Rebelde has been heard at any distance away from its 
"operational areas." This is similar to the situation with Chiapas and Mayan, although Murley has 
claimed several times that he has verified four reception reports, one of which was for a report from 
as far away from the transmitter as Key West, Florida. Gerry, again not citing a source, said that 
Rebelde "may use a frequency between 7410-7420 or 7460-7470" kHz. Although Murley has never 
cited a precise frequency for the operations of Chiapas or Mayan, he has indicated on multiple 
occasions that the stations have operated in the 41 meter pirate band. This is again very consistent 
with Dexter's information on Rebelde. Gerry indicates that operations appear to be very sporadic, 
with low power transmitters. 

ACE member Harry Helms of San Diego checks in with a little bit of information on Murley's latest 
Chiapas Libre data. Harry points out that "San Ysidro is smack against the Tijuana border, it's the 
city you enter and leave the U.S. from" in the San Diego metropolitan area. On the other hand, we 
noted last month that Jay Murley announced a voice mail telephone number for contact with him, 
which is (619) 621-6780. Harry says that the 621 telephone prefix is used in the "Sorrento Valley 
area in northern San Diego." This is clearly on the other side of town from the maildrop location. 
Harry promises that "I'll dispatch my agents to get to the bottom of this!!!" 

Vince Havrilko of Florida sent in a generic inquiry: "What's going on with this Chiapas Libre? Is this 
bogus or what?" Another ACE member, J. D. Stephens of Alabama, checks in with some 
commentary on the whole situation. He says, "It will be interesting to see what, if anything, more 
concrete is found out about Chiapas Libre. I hope ifs truly in existence. (But,) until I see actual logs 
of those that Mr. Murley reports to have received reception reports from, I smell a Chiapas Libre 
hoax'" The sentence before the "But" came after J.D. saw the August issue of The ACE, while the 
"hoax" sentence was written before this issue came in the mail. But, I think that J.D. summaries the 
circumstances very well in these two sentences. None of the three Mexican rebel clandestines have 
apparently been heard in the USA anytime in the recent past. 
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Virtually all ACE member* ipend a noticeable fraction of their DXing in bandscani of the 41 meter 
pirate band. The number of general DXera who rune there has increased somewhat in recent weeks 
by the new WGTG licensed shortwave transmitter in Georgia that has been testing on 73S5 kHz. 
Anybody who has tuned through this band can confirm that bootleg Spanish language transmissions 
from Central America are very commonly heard here in North America on 41 meters. But, despite all 
of these facts, nobody has printed an actual Chiapas Libre logging in any published DX source that I 
am aware of. The same dearth of logs applies to Mayan and Rebelde. This is very puzzling. 

Finally, I sadly report this month that Jay Murley has not yet responded to another letter that I sent 
him a few weeks ago. in which I encouraged him to provide a date-time-frequency logging for the 
station. 

43 METER NOTES AND LA VOZ POPULAR 

In the past, many of you have taken advantage of the excellent "41. 43. and 48 Meter Notes" 
frequency usage databases that formerly were compiled and updated regularly by Kirk Trammel. 
ACE member Barry Williams has now taken over this project His updated 43 Meter Notes file had 
problems at first from WordPerfect punctuation characters that made the downloaded file confusing 
and cumbersome to use. But, Barry has worked on the file with a more generic text editor, and I 
recently downloaded his newly updated version. This file lists all known broadcasting and utility 
stations that make regular use of the 43 meter band between 6800 and 7000 kHz. It pays to know 
this band thoroughly, whether you are a DXer or a station operator. Barry's file is an excellent 
bandscan that can identify usage patterns on these frequencies, and for listlogging the utility and 
broadcast station QRM that pirates may face on this band. Barry offers this file using his 
willib5@mail.auburn.edu e-mail address. You are welcome to send your requests for the file to him. 

Barry lists a few Europirates who use this range, such as Radio Stella on 6810 kHz and Radio Dublin 
on 6910 kHz. But, for obvious reasons, he omits the irregular operations of scores of North American 
pirates who operate in the vicinity of 695S kHz. He does provide the schedule for the Beijing 
broadcasts on 695S, which are listed at various hours between 1400 and 2200 UTC. Except during 
winter hours near sunset, this broadcaster does not cause much trouble on the Standard Pirate 
Frequency. 

The only clandestine frequency that makes it into Barry's 43 meter file is 7000v kHz, which is the 
domain of Radio Message of Freedom and the Voice of the Mojahed, both obviously from the Middle 
East. In addition, he lists the Tuesday and Friday/Saturday (2300-0045 UTC) schedule of La Voz 
Popular from Guatemala. We have discussed this station on many occasions in the past in this 
column. It uses frequencies varying between 6950 and 7025 kHz. But, as Gerry Dexter pointed out in 
his interesting September PopComm column, ifs a little odd that logs of La Voz Popular are rather 
rare from North America. This is a good one to put on your target list for the upcoming DX season. It 
verifies via various addresses, including NISGUA, c/o Julia Batres Lemus, 930 F Street NW, Suite 
720, Washington, DC 20004. This one really docs operate, and ifs the "official radio of the 
Guatemalan National Revolutionary Unity (URNG)." 

LA VOZ DEL CIB STILL JAMMED 

I send sincere apologies to ACE member Vince Havrilko of Florida, who sent in a logging last month 
of La Voz del CID. Somehow this didn't make it into the August ACE. Vince heard them on July 2 on 
9941.5 kHz around 0218 UTC with SIO readings of 544-533. Vince reports that the station is 
continually jammed, and I confirmed that this is still the case on various days in August In fact 
Cuba still jams just about all anti-Castro clandestines, including pure clandestines like CID and 
quasi-clandestine programs carried on licensed commercial stations such as WRMI and WHRI. 
Vince says that the Cubans occasionally use a bubble jamming apparatus, but usually they still use 
the heterodyne generating noise that sounds like an auto horn. Despite the excellent signal that CID 
pub into Vince's Florida OTH, he notes that the signal quality is compromised somewhat by the 
jamming, which also is loud at his location. Both CID and the jammers have signals that propagate

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Well known clandestine DXpert Hani Johnson of Colorado has been editing a weekly computer DX 
newsletter.

QKLAHOMA RUMORS 

As we mentioned last month, I still hear rumblings and rumors from anonymous ACE sources that 
there might be some connection between the Oklahoma City bombing trial and unlicensed 
broadcasting in the USA. We have one additional clue this month in what otherwise are unconfirmed 
but intriguing reports. Many of you have heard of The Turner Diaries, a clearly anti-Semitic book 
written by William Pearce. head of the National Alliance. This book is prominently listed in the 
National Vanguard Books catalog that is distributed and regularly plugged by the quasi-clandestine 
American Dissident Voices show. In a column that was originally printed in an August edition of the 
Baltimore Sun and was reprinted in the August 5 edition of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, Oakland 
novelist and poet Ishmael Reed says, "It was revealed recently that the suspect in the Oklahoma City 
bombing, Irish-American Timothy McVeigh, may have been inspired by ... The Turner Diaries,' by 
William Pearce." We previously have covered many connections between quasi-clandestine shows on 
USA shortwave stations and the militia movement that suddenly got prominent coverage following 
the bombing. It will obviously pay to keep your eyes open on this topic, and well welcome any 



Masvga's rigftt wing quasi-clanpestjne uppates 

ACE member Alan Magyga of Minnesota is still following programming developments regarding 
right wing semi-clandestinea on licensed USA shortwave broadcasters. His latest updates are 
interesting. He notes that America Today Radio is scheduled at 2000 UTC on WWCR Another 
WWCR show. The Baker Report, has a new time and frequency at 2300 on 9475 kHz and 0000 on 
7435 kHz.. Alan says that the Voice of Liberty inhabits 3065 kHz at 2300 for two hours. The 
Protecting Your Wealth show, which I believe still comes from the Phoenix-based coin company that 
formerly sponsored Mark Koernke's show, runs on WWCR's 5065 kHz frequency at 0100 UTC. Tom 
Valentine's Radio Free America follows on the same channel at 0200. Dr. Norman's show at 2200 
uses 12160 kHz. All of these programs operate on local Monday through Friday in North America. 

On Saturday there are some additions. America Today Radio is on 12160 at 2000, and "Talks" 
follows at 2100.

Antenna Noise Canceller, as well as a more thorough ANC-4 review by me that ran in the August 
issue of Monitoring Times. Vince Havrilko reports that he ordered an ANC-4, Basil Shelley of 
California is thinking about buying one, and others including Barry Williams wrote in about JPS 
equipment. Fred Osterman of Universal Shortwave in Reynoldsburg told me that demand is currently 
exceeding the ability of JPS to manufacture and distribute the devices, so you might have to sit on a 
back order list temporarily at many retailers. 

I recently managed to acquire a different piece of equipment that many of you may be less familiar 
with: a Sherwood SE-3 synchronous detector. It's produced and sold by Rob Sherwood at Sherwood 
Engineering in Denver. Probably the most prominent articles about this device have been written by 
Larry Magne in places like Passport to World Band Radio and the 1983 World Radio and Television 
Handbook. The SE-3 is designed to provide high quality audio from synchronous detection with 
enhanced fidelity of AM signals. It also provides pure Exalted Carrier Single Sideband tuning of AM 
carriers, with a synchronous lock anywhere within either sideband of a signal. It only works on 
receivers with a 455 kHz IF out Sherwood Engineering offers modification kits to provide this IF out 
for receivers that lack it. such as the ICOM R-70. R-71, and R-9000, JRC NRD 515, 525, and 535, 
the Kenwood 5000. and all Drake receivers. 

The current version of the device has been upgraded substantially from the one that the WRTH 
reviewed in 1983. It now has a switch that automatically will provide lock on a carrier, or that can be 
set so the signal can be tuned anywhere in either sideband before lock is initiated. Another switch 
permits manual slow tuning through a signal until the zero beat center of the carrier is reached for 
synchronous lock. The MK III deluxe version, which I have, also has a product detector for SSB 
reception, as well as the traditional treble and bass boost and cut switches. 

The audio coming out of the SE-3 is genuinely of quite high quality. It is a noticeable improvement 
over the bareback Watkins Johnson HF-1000 or ICQM R-9000. 1 originally obtained a test sample, 
but its performance was impressive, so I bought it. I've used it on some AM pirates, and it genuinely 
squeezes all potential audio fidelity that it is possible to receive on shortwave, given the transmitter 
quality and band conditions. You have to hear it to believe it The synchronous detector locks on even 
weak signals, and I have yet to lose lock on any station. A flutter fading control has been added to the 
new versions, which increases synch lock power under conditions of polar or multiple hop flutter. A 
treble cut switch has a noticeable muting effect on annoying band static noise. 

There are a couple of pieces of bad news. The SSB BFO is infinitely adjustable with a knob, but there 
are no preset BFO offsets such as were present in earlier versions of the SE-3. The tunable BFO is a 
great idea, but the simultaneous elimination of fixed USB/LSB offsets was a giant step backwards, 
particularly for pirate DXing. I have to carefully zero beat the BFO oscillator to WWV once in a 
while if the BFO is used. The second bad news is the price. Without the BFO, the SE-3 retails for 
$449. The deluxe version costs $495, including the tunable BFO. manual synch lock switch, and a 
bass boost circuit. More information on this high fidelity device is available from Sherwood 
Engineering Inc.. 1268 South Ogden Street, Denver. Colorado 80210.

Yo, folks! Hope your summer is shaping up and y'all are having some safe fun! I'm full-swing 
[pun intended] into Softball, coaching two teams and playing on one, plus raising my two rug- 
rats - my youngest just turned one year old and Is a handful! Therefore, there's been very little 
time for radio or monitoring of ANY kind... 

ALTERNATE POWER: No, not RF, but DC for better portabflityl There might be a time or 
two where you'll be broadcasting from a remote locations, away from your AC or DC car 
power - lead-cell or gel-cell batteries are the way to go! 

Take for instance gel-cell batteries such as Yinsa 12 volt 4 Ah [Amp hours], Powerstar 6 volt 
10Ah or other versions. These are only a few Inches square. Other batteries to consider are 
the larger deep-cycle lead-cel versions which are larger than motorcycle batteries but smaller 
than car batteries; many of these are sealed and cannot spill their acid. Personally, I still like 
the gel-cells.... 

It's not wise to use regular car or motorcycle batteries, obviously due to two main reasons: 
one. danger of add spillage and two, harmful and EXPLOSIVE fumes upon recharging. Of a 
lesser concern, there is the matter of PORTABILITY In mini-station - you wouldn't want your 
battery to be larger and much heavier than your entire station! 

As for Yuasa, Powerstar, at si, gel-cell batteries, there are many sources to get them from, 
from battery distributors, to surplus houses to free [but still good] cas toffs from hospitals! Due 
to American Medical Association standards testing & replacement of equipment and, more 
important, back-up power supplies are done on regular schedules. This being the case, tons 
of batteries are discarded well before their life Is at near-end; many times, it's an extreme 
hassle to dispose of these properly, so it pays to have a friend in bio-med technology at your 
local major hospital. These are giveaways with no strings attached! 

For brevity, here's the scenario: a Yuasa [or equivalent gel-cell] 12 vott 2, 4 or 6Ah battery 
coupled with your Part 15 station in a portable configuration. In a long-time remote set-up, 
couple this a small solar panel and charger controller and you got a SET-UPI For solar panels, 
get two 9 vott 60 ma panels [catalog # SPL-960 @ $5.25 each] from All Electronics. PO Box 
567, Van Nuys, CA 81408 [order line 1-800-826-5432]; then, order a charger controller PCB 
and info from FAR Circurte, 19N640 Field Ct, Dundee, IL 60118 [price unknown at this time - 
somewhere about $50 for a complete kit] and put it all with your battery for a long-term 
portable power supply that win fit nicely with your mini-station! 

There's not enough space in this column to devote to solar-powered operations and systems; 
if enough of you want It I'l continue with more information in a future column. In the 
meantime, a good magazine to check is HOME POWER, [PO Box 520, Ashland. OR 97520], 
which Is available for $3.50 at most good bookstores & news stands; they have a wealth of 
info on alternative power. 

In the meantime, DO NOT HOOK ANYTHING DIRECTLY TO A SOLAR PANEL WITHOUT 
A CONTROLLER I If you do, you could risk equipment BURNOUT, since voltages rise quite 
high directly off. the parted Hopefully, this info has whetted your appetite for a more portable 
system and less reliance on the AC mains and AC-to-DC converters., hasta la vista amigos!
